Therein, this principle was enunciated by 
the United States, and it will apply to the 
Colombian minister and his country: 

The publication by a foreign minister. 
curing his official term, of a document 
charging the United States with bad faith 
will be ground to demand his recal!; and 

if it be subsequentiy sustained by his 
government this will be regarded by the 
United States as a gross indignity. 


Law of Nations Clear. 

International law is clear as tothe power of 
a government in expelling diplomatic rep- 
resentatives. 

When the governmert near which 6 
diplomatic agent resides," says Calvo, 
“thinks fit to dismiss him for conduct 
considered improper it is customary to 
notify the government which accredited 
him that its represéntative is no longer 
acceptable, and to ask for his recall. If 
the offense committed by the agent is of 
@ grave charecter he may be dismissed 
without waiting the recall of his own gov- 
ernment. The dismissal cf a dip- 
lomatic agent for improper conduct, 
either in his individual capacity or in the 
discharge of his officiel duties, is not an 
act of discourteey or hostility towards the 
government which accredited him, and, 
consequently, cannot be a reason for de- 
claring war.“ 

Dispute Over Panama Canal. 

The Bogota authorities have been demand- 
ing for years the arbitration of all ques- 
tions involved in the separation of Panama 
from Colombia and the treaty made by 
this country with Panama whereby the right 
ef way for the construction of the Panama 
canal was secured. 

In brief, they desire American consent to 
the reference to The Hague tribunal of the 
determination of the real proprietor of Pana- 


ma and the canal gone and the waterway 


Which ts being constructed at a cost of $375,- 


000,000, and upon which $264,000,000 already 


has been expended. 

The communications of the Colombian rep- 
resentatives have been couched. usually, in 
ebusive language, aud have cast gross im- 
putations upon the conduct and motives of 
this government. Our responses invariably 
have been the same: that this government 
is unable to regard Colombia's grievances as 
having any foundation, and that the respon- 
sibility for the lose of Panama lies at Co- 
lombia’s door rather than at that of the 
United States. 


United States Offers Compensation. 

However, this government has recognized 
the fact that Coldinbia has suffered an ap- 
preciable logs, and has expressed a willing- 
ness to do all thet lies in its power to minl- 
mize it. As to the wide open arbitration 
proposed, our attitude was thus described in 
an official communication some time ago to 
the Colombian minister: 

Mntertaining these feelings, the govern- 
ment of the United States would gladly 
exercige its good offices with the republic 
of Panama, with a view to bring about 
dome arrangement on a fair and equitable 
basis.. For the acceptance of your pro- 
posal of a resort to The Hague tribunal 
this govefnment perceives no occasion. 

Indeed, the questions Presented in your 
“ statement of grievances’ are of a po- 
litical nature, such as nations of even the 
most advanced ideas as to international 
arbitration have not proposed to deal with 
by the process. Questions of foreign’ 
policy and of the recognition or nonrec- 
ognition of foreign states are of a purely | 
political nature, and do not fall within the 
domain of judicial decision. 


Offered Decision by People. 

In another note Colombia was advised that 
the United States would consent to a plebis- 
cite on the part of the people of Panama to 
determine whether they preferred allegiance 


to their present erent or to Colombia, 


and also: 

To submit to a special court of arbitra- 
tion the settlement of those claims of a 
material order which either Colombia-or 

Panama, by mutual agreement, may rea- 

sonably bring forward against the other 

as a consequence of facts preceding or 
following the declaration of the independ- 
ence of Panama. 

Neither of these proposifions ever has ap- 
pealed to Colombia. At the instance of 
former President Roosevelt, Panama en- 
tered into a treaty with Colombia, whereby 
the Colombian government was to receive 
in all about $15,000,000 golf to satisfy ite 
demands. 


Verbal discussions also have 
tween the American minister in Bogota and 
the minister for foreign affairs, and the lat- 
ter has made proposals, which, 
however, failed’ because. ‘his ‘superiors did 
mot approve them 

Colombians Often Hostile. 

The attitude of the Colombians has been 
exceedingly hostile. On one occasion when 
Thomas C. Dawson of Iowa was minister 


to Colombia, his legation was broken {nto

Here the head of the house- 
hold, a stockily balt Scotchman, ‘spent. the 
day with his happy family, feasting and in 
pleasurable contemplation of mew schemes 
for increasing an already big fortune. It 
seemed like a piace where distress never 
Was known. 
The firet scene described was the once 
happy home of Anton Peterson, one of the 
most respected and influential Norwegians, 
of the city; a financial wreck, haunted by 
the thought of the morrow, when he would 
be evicted, all because of the unwarranted 
act of a loan shark who enatched him into 
his clutches. 

The second scene is the home of Adolph 


unless his attorneys, Samuel A. Harper and 
Frank T. Murray, and the dozen or more 
kindly disposed lawyers representing friend- 
ly creditors find a way of disentangling him 
from the shark's meshes, 

Robert#on is a busy, bilustering sort of a 
fellow who has preyed on the misfortunes of 
his fellowman for the last twenty-one years 
as a loan shark. For eighteen years he held 
forth in the lroquois building, but for the last 
three years has been in the Hobbs building. 
He was aided and abetted in his transaction 
against Peterson by Attorney Lewis Edward 
Dickinson, who looks after the shark's inter- 
ests for $300 a year-—$25 a month and desk 
room. 

An exterior observation of the office dis- 
closes nothing of the nature of the business 
that is conducted inside. The glass in the 
office door bears this inscription: *“ Law 
Offices. L. E. Dickinson. Notary.’ There 
isn't the least suggestion of Robertson or the 
Tried Loan company. But inside is the web. 


In Clutches Five Years. 

Peterson had been in the hands of Rob- 
ertson for at least five years. He yielded 
to temptation when he was shy of funds to 
meet his pay roll. The shark's fangs have 
kept sinking deeper and deeper until he 
was ruined. By a proceeding that the old 
man didn't understand—a proceeding: thet 
is not expected to stand judicial investiga- 
tion—Peterson was inveigled into signing 
three notes for money that was long over 
paid, and the shark placed these notes in 
the hands of Atterney Dickinson, who con- 
fessed judgment and filed the notes in the 
municipal court on Jan. 8 last. 

Nme days later kindly disposed creditors 
who knew of Peterson's distress and who 
had been encouraging him in the formation 
of a stock company that would relieve his 
financial distress, in order to protect their 
own claims, reluctantly started bankruptcy 
proceedings. The whole situation was pre- 
cipitated by Robertson. 

Tug TrisuNne Anti-Loan Shark bureau had 
received complaints against Robertson and 
found Peterson's name among à list of thir- 
ty-elght of the shark's victims. 

Peterson consented to receive the bureau's 
representative and reluctantly discussed his 
misfortune in the presence of Albertina Han- 
sen, his bookkeeper for many years, who

To Appeal to Judge Landis. 

The next scene will be enacted in the 
United States District court, when a group 
of lawyers, encouraged as well as surprised 
over information revealed through Tus 
TRIBUND anti- shark bureau, will at- 
tempt to show Judge Landis that the cause - 
of all this unhappiness is a worthless, usur- 
fous claim. The lawyers hope to restore at 
least part of the old man’s dwindling for- 
tune—will try to keep a roof over his head 
at least, and provide a settlement of 100 
cents on the dollar with bona fide creditors, 
instead of the 15 per cent distribution that 
is being forced by Robertson. 

Peterson has been a resident of Chicago 
since 1871. He came from Norway to the 
United States as a cabinet maker, and 
worked at that trade until 1870, when he 
established himself in the manufacture of 
deske and office furniture at 426 Armour 
street, near Austin avenue, under the firm 
name of A. Peterson & Co., which now 
passes out of existence, due to Mr. Robert- 
son. 

Mr. Peterson hae been a life long Repub- 
lican of prominence, and served four years 
as @ west side park commissioner. He has 
been a director and chairman of the execu- 
tive committee of the Norwegian Old Peo- 
piles Home society since its organization, 
and one of the organizers of the Tabitha hos- 
pital. |

He 
has the faculty for combining the detailed 
definition of the significant mourrs „ with 
a unified delivery of Wagner's endless 
melody in perhaps greater measure than 
any of his distinguished colleagues. 

Those who would dispute his power to set 
forth the spiritual and emotional content. 
as well as the intellectual aspects of this | 
music must find it dificult to explain his 
unvaried success with the public. “‘Yester- | 
day the enthusiasm with’ which his reading 
of “ Stegfried’s Rhine Journey was re- 
ceived was so great that he was obliged te 
add as an encore “The Ride of the Valkyries" 
and this despite the fact that his orchestra 
served him indifferently. The New York 
Symphony orchestra as it came tous yes- 
terday is rather below the standards of medi- 
ocrity, a circumsétante which. makes the 
conspicuous success. of the conductor the 
more a matter of personal force and mas- 
netism. 

The prelude to Tristan was delivered 
with a breadth that accomplished {he great- 
est impressiveness, and if the climax partook 
of the contemplative character of a mighty 
architectural achievement rather than of 
the uncontrollable impulse to the utmost emo- 
tional expression, such as Campanini 
achieves, one may assume that Mr. Dam-.

Singing of a far more admirable character 
was disclosed by Charles W. Clark, baritone, 
in a program of song at the Illinois theater.

But Mr. Clark’s most 
notable service was accomplished in the 
American songs, wherein he brought ‘irre- 
futable evidence as to the incomparable 
beauty and variety of the English languege 
in song.
